GARFIELD’S STATEMENT. 


Dr. Garfield's statement follows,

“On the 24th t I announced 
that the public m not be asked 
to pay more than it is now paying 
for coal, unless it is necessary to 
do so in order to provide reasonable 
wages to the mine workers and a 
reasonable profit to the operators. 
Careful investigation forces me to 
the conclusion that in accordance 
with this and the other principles 
set forth on the 24th instant the 
public ought not to be required to 
Pay any increase in coal prices at 
this time. 

“The prices fixed by the govern- 
ment on coal were calculated to in- 
crease production for war purposes. 
Coal was basic, and the increase in 
production was imperative. The 
operators are now in receipt of mar- 
gins which were necessary to effect

Relatives Defend Principal in 
Bay City Shooting. 


Victim Her Former Husband 
on His Second Honeymoon. 


Mrs. Hunter Sought More 
Cash for Support of Boy. 


A little, flaxen-haired §-year-olé 
boy, who played a silent part in a 
tragedy, enacted yesterday in a San 
Francisco hotel, when his mother, 
Mrs. Agnes Hunter, shot and prob- 
@bly fatally wounded his father, Wil- 
liam M. Hunter, was found las 
night at the home of his aunt, 3057 
West Avenue Thirty-two. 

The Loy is William A. Hunter, and 
as he rolled on the floor in an et- 
fort to lace his shoes that he might 
meet. his mother at the car, the auht, 
Mrs. F. K. Rogers, and a sister of 
Mrs. Hunter. declared her belief 


that her younger sister was suffer- 
ing from a deranged mind at the 
time she shot her divorced husband. 
During the interview. Mrs. Rogers 
Was preparing to hasten to San 
Francisco to assist in the de 


Mrs. Hunter. 


Mrs. Hunter is now in the City 
Jail at San Francisco. She arrived 
there Tuesday night, and registered 
at the Palace Hotel as Mrs. R. H. 
Bowe of Los Angeles. Immediately 
after her arrival she located her 
former husband and pleaded with 
him to increase his monthly alimony 
allotment for the benefit of their 
son. She had been awarded $80 
per month by a San Francisco 
court for the support of herself and 
the 6-year-old boy. but this, she 
nid. was inadequate to give him an 
education. Hunter was obdurate. it 
appears. The following morning. 
which was yesterday. she again met 
her divorced husband, in the lobby 
of the Palace Hotel, and shot h 
twice, zuflleting wounds in his chest 
and abdomen. She was arrested, and 
Hunter was rushed to an emer- 
gency hospital. At the time of the 
shooting Hunter was enjoying the 
second — his honeymoon with 
his newly-wed wife, whom he mar- 
ried ten days ago in San Francisca.
